It was 
formerly the seat of a bishop, and 
had a large cathedral, of which only 
two spires and one aisle rentain. 
King's College is a large stately fa- 
bric, and the town house is a neat 
structure. On the coast are ruius of 
a castle destroyed by Cromwell. 

ABERDEEN, NEW, a handsome 
city, capital of Aberdeenshire. It 
is built on an eminence near the 
mouth of the Dee, over which, about 
two miles from ihe town, is an ele- 
gant bridge of 7 arches. In the 
high street is a large church, which 
formerly belonged to the Francis- 
cans. In the middle of Castle Street 
is an octagon building, with neat bas- 
relievos of the kings of Scotland, 
from James l.to James VII. The 
town-house has a handsome spire in 
the centre. Gordon's hospital is 
handsome, and has in front a good 
statue of the founder. The infirmary 
is a large plain building, and sends 
out between 8 and 900 cured patients 
annuaHy. But the chief public build- 
ing is the Marischal College, found- 
ed by Earl Marischal in 1693. In 
both colleges the languages, mathe- 
matics, natu'ral philosophy, divinity, 
&c. are taught by very able profes- 
sors. Tlie harbour is defended by a 
pier, 1,200 feet in length, and gra- 
dually increasing in height and 
thickness, as it approaches the sea, 
where the head or rounding is 60 feet 
diameter at ilie base, and the per- 
pendicular elevation is 38 feet.

The inhabitants are hardy 
and bold, and profess Mahomed- 
danism. They were expelled from 
Persia by Nadir Sha, or Thamas 
Kouli Khan, who afterwards em- 
ployed them in his armies. At his 
death, in 1747» Ahmed Sha seized 
the Afg^n territories, and left the 
crown to his son, but civil discords 
and rebellions have ereaily reduced, 
if nut wholly annihilated, the Afgan 
empire. 

AFRICA, is bounded N by the 
Mediterranean; W by the Atlantic; 
£ by the Isthmus of Suez, the Red 
Sea, and the I ndian Ocean } and 8 
by the Southern Ocean. J t is a pe- 
ninsula of prodigious extent, joined 
to Asia by the Isthmus. of Suez. It 
is 4,900 miles long, and 8,500 broad. 
The greatest pan of it is within the 
Torrid Zone, which renders the heat 
almost insupportable in many places. 
However, the coasts in general are 
very fruitful, the fruits excellent, 
and the plants extraordinaiy. There 
are more wild beasts in Africa than 
in any other part of the woildj 
there are also some animals peculiar 
to this country ; as the hippopotamus 
or river horse, the rhinoceros, ca- 
meleopard, and the beautiful striped 
zebra. jBtsides these they have cro- 



codiles, ostriches, camels, Stt. Tf»erc 
are several larce deserts, of which 
the most considerable is Sahara, but 
even in these several fertile parts 
arc found. It may be divided into 
12 countritst viz. Barbary, Eg.vpt, 
Nubia, Abyssinia, Ajan, Zaiigu< bar, 
Caffraria, Guinea, Sahara, Nigritia. 
and Ethiopia. Its chief chain of 
mountains arc Mount A lias, and those 
of the Moon. Tlie most consider- 
able rivers are the Nile, the Senegal, 
the Niger, the Gambia, the Zaire or 
Congo, &c. The inhabitants, amount- 
ing to about 120 millions, are olive 
in the north, &c. and black, with 
woolly hair, towards the south. They 
are mostly rude and barbarous^ and 
profess either the Mahomeddantaith, 
or worship idols. 

AGADES, a kingdom of Africa, in 
Negroland, with a town «»f the same 
name, tributary to the king of Tom- 
buctoo. 

AGMENTICUS, a mountain of 
N America, in the district of Main. 
It is a noted landmark for sailors, 
about eight miles from the sea, la 
lat.

AGA1HA, ST. a town of Naples, 
in the Ulterior PrincipaUty, SO miles 
NE of Naples. 

AGDE, a town of France, in the 
department of Herault, and late 
province of l.anguedoc, seated on the 
river Herault, about four miles from 
its mouth, where it falls into the 
gulf of Lions. 

AGEN, an old city, capital of the 
depart ment of I>ot and Garonne. 1 1 
stands on the Garonne, 60 miles SE 
of Bordeaux} contains 11,000 in- 
habitants, and has manufactures of 
camlets, serges, canvas, &c. ) its ex- 
cellent dried prunes prove also a 
considerable article of trade. The 
celebrated Joseph Scaliger was born 
here. The streets are crooked and 
narrow, but there is a handsome 
promenade.

They 
have lost much of their ancient splen- 
dour J for the Si-fans, who at pre- 
sent are confined in a wild country, 
where they have not a single city, 
enjoyed formerly an extensive do- 
minion, and formed a powerful and 
formidable empire. The Chinese an- 
nals fix the epocha of the downfall 
of their empire, about the year 1917.
